Rep 
resentative Lewis, \ylio was foremost 
among the congressional leaders whr 
worked out the parcel post,

Postmaster General Burleson madp

Republic. 


New Republic Desires to Break From 


Foreign Control of Collecting 


Customs. 


[SPECIAL TO TUB GAZETTE.] 


Pekin, Dec. IS.—Sun Pea-chi, min- 
ister of foreign affairs, today sounded 
the various foreign ministers in re- 
gard to China's desire to materially 
increase her customs duties, which are 
supposed . to be live 
per cent but 


which are as low as three per cent in 
many instances, due to the inability 
of the 
government 
to enforce fines. 
The present customs 
tariff has been 
in force 
since 
1902, by virtue of a 
treaty Great Britain and subsequent 
agreements with several nations. 
Legally speaking, 
China, as a full 
fledged nation, has a right to draw up 
and enforce her own. customs 
tariff, 
modified only by the customary favor- 
ed nation trealies entered into by all 
countries. 
However, China's 
custom 
service 
has 
been 
in the hands of 
foreigners for nearly fifty years, and 
no tax on imports can be imposed by 
China without the sanction of treaties. 
The 
administration 
of the Chinese 
customs service by foreigners, under 
the direction of the late Sir Robert 
Mart, was of inestimable benefit to 
China, as well as satisfactory to the 
world at large. 


The control of Ihe country's tariff 
jy treaty with the powers has also 
worked well 
in 
the main, 
when 
'hina's financial needs 
were small 
jut now lhat China is modernizing 
•apidly, it is only a question of time 
when she will demand the inalienable 
right to fix her tariff regulations ant 
rates to suit herself.

ANSWER TO CRITICISM 


On Part of Democrats Who Make All 


Sorts of Excuses for 
Closing 


Down of Plant Ignoring 


Tariff Conditions. 


Reports emanating from democratic 
sources stating that the closing of the 
Rock County Sugar Company's plant 
at this city was due not so much to 
the tariff reduction on sugar as to the 
fact that the plant was old and anti- 
quated, has brought forth a statement 
from Captain James Davidson of Bay 
City, Michigan, president of the com- 
pany and one of the principal stock- 
holders, substantiated by the superin- 
tendent who has had charge of the 
factory for the past three years, to 
the effect that the plant is one of the 
best in the middle west. 
The statement of John Alyward of 
Madison, who sought to lessen the ef- 
fect of the closing down of the fac- 
tory as a result of the tariff, and of 
the Oshkosh Northwestern which pub- 
lished a statement the machinery was 
old and antiquated, are both repudiat- 
ed in the statement of M. R. Osburn, 
secretary and treasurer of the com- 
pany, and of J. A. Ekert, the superin- 
tendent in charge. Mr. Osburn said in 
an interview: 
"1 am surprised at the statement of 
Mr. Alyward, who apparently knows

He has had full author- 
ity from Captain Davidson to make 
the factory the best equipped in the 
country and has followed out these 
instructions so well that at present 
the factory is able to work-twenty per 
cent above its rated capacity. 
He is 
well known to all the big sugar beet 
manufacturers as cue of the best men 
in the business. 
In reporting on the 
condition of the plant Mr. Ecert says: 
'Our sugar factory was erected in 1902 
at Dresden, Ontario. Most of the ma- 


I chinery was imported from Germany, 
furnished by the best known builders 
of sugar beet machinery. The factory 
was dismantled and removed to Janes-

SOME TOWER. 


The height of the great tower oE 


the Singer building in New York can 
only be appreciated by standing in 
the balcony on the dome and looking 
down at the busy streets below with 
not a sound to disturb the panorama. 
Another tower of still greater height, 
and more unique n construction, has 
just been completed in New Jersey, 
of which the Popular Mechanics mag- 
azine for January says: 


"In view of the recent dispatches 


from Europe telling of the successful 
transmission of vocal sounds across 
the Atlantic by wireless 
telephone, 


the description of the tower at which 
these messages were 
received in 


America, is sure to be of interest to 
a wide circle of readers. This struc- 
ture, which is the highest in Amer- 
ica, and, with one exception, the high- 
est building of any kind in the world, 
was recently completed in the New 
Jersey coast. 
It is a wireless tele- 
graph tower, 825 ft. high and only 
20 ft. in diameter. 
So quietly ,has 


the work of building this towsr been 
carried on, and so remote from ordi- 
nary routes of travel is its location, 
that it was practically completed be- 
fore anyone except the builders them- 
selves realized that there was being 
erected in America a structure which 
tops the great Woolworth building in 
New York by 75 ft. and lacks 100 ft. 
of being as highTas the famous Eiffel 
tower of Paris, which 
is still the 


tallest monument to man's engineer- 
ing ability and ingenuity. 


"The tower is unusual and remark- 


able in many ways. It is made of 
structural steel, well cross-braced for 
stiffness. 
The lower end is pointed, 


like a huge lead pencil, and termi- 
nates in a lf>-iri. ball of solid cast 
steel, which rests in a cast steel 
socket on a base of structural steel 
girders. 
"These girders in their turn rest. 


for insulation, on six huge columns 
of glass, each 2 ft. in diameter, and 
these are supported by a solid con- 
crete foundation which is sunk far 
into the ground. Braces weighing a 
ton each are used to hold the steel 
base in position 
on the glass sup- 


ports, which are used for insulatin 
purposes, to prevent the grounding of 
the 
powerful 
high-tension 
electric 


current. 


"Sufficient rigidity of the 
entire 


structure is obtained 
by means ot 


wire cable guys. 
There are twelve 


of .these great cables, six of 3 in. 
diameter and six of 2% in. They are 
attached in threes at four different 
points about 200 ft. apart, and are 
carried to ancliorages formed of three 
great concrete blocks, 560 ft. from 
the base of the tower, four cables to 
each anchorage. 
Each anchor con- 


tains 1,100 tons of concrete, and is 
sunk 30 ft. into the earth, while ris- 
ing 20 ft. above it. 
On each cable 


are four insulators, weighing 
l.SOO 
Ibs. each, arranged in pairs. 
The 


anchor cables have themselves to be 
anchored by means of smaller cables 
and anchorages, to prevent vibrating 
in heavy winds."

OUT FOR TWO HOURS 


STILL DELIBERATES 


Action Involving Jurisdiction of Muni- 


cipal Judge Rests With Six Men 


After Vigorous Trial.

PARENTS LOSE TRUST 


OF THEIR CHILDREN 


BY DECEIVING THEM 


Eugenic Teacher Says Trust of Child 


Natural and Implicit and Should 


be Told Truth on Sex 


Question. 


(By Lady Cook.) 


New York Dec. 18.—There should 
be 
complete 
confidence 
between 
mothers and daughters and fathers 
and sons. The trust of a child is at 
first natural and implicit, but it is 
ciuickly forfeited by deceit. 
Parents 
usually lose their children's trust by 
being the first to deceive. 
They 
practice upon their infantile simplic- 
ity, and both subsequently suffer for 
the fraud. 
It is the nature of confi- 
dence that, when once gone, it sel- 
dom returns. 
At a time when a 
child's imagination, is so strong that 
it cannot discriminate between fact 
and fiction, and is at the same time 
thirsting for knowledge, everything 
should be presented to it truthfully. 
Fairy tales, unless clearly explained 
to be "made up," should never 
be 
told. The fool cries of Santa Claus 
should be avoided, unless the child 
can be made clearly to understand 
Santa Claus is an. allegorical person- 
age. 


And when the little one, wondering 
whence 
do 
children 
come, 
asks. 
"Mother, who made me? Where did 
1 come from?" the usual pious answer 
is a silly falsehood about a goose- 
berry bush or the pious subterfuge, 
"God 
made you, my dear." 
One 
might as well tell a child after it has 


eaten too much that God gave it in- 
digestion. Would it not be wiser and 
better for the moth'er to say at once: 


"My darling, you came from your 
father and mother. 
We made you 


from our own bodies, so that you are 
part of us. You grew as the seed 
grows within the fig, and for many 
weary months I carried you beneath 
my heart, where you were fashioned 
and remained until you were fit to be 
born, then I brought you into the 
world with much pain; and so I am 
called your mother, because the word 
mother means labor and you cost me 
much." 


A little later, when the child could 
understand more and more the real 
meaning of this answer, would not 
its heart be drawn nearer to the 
parent? 
Would not 
this 
answer, 
when understood better, prevent the 
child ii'rom later learning the real 
truth of its birth from bad compan- 
ions on the street corner or in the 
school cloak room, and when discov- 
ered in this way to be kept a guilty 
secret from its parents? The child 
mind would argue, as it does most 
logically, that the mother or 
the 


father had to put it off with a foolish 
explanation, and tbat therefore the 
real truth was bad. 


If you hide these things from your 
children they will hide similar things 
from you for it must be the parents 
who first approach 
such 
subjects. 
But if you discuss with the child 
frankly and in terms in keeping with 
its age and understanding, the child 
in turn will make a confidant of you. 


Of course, it must depend upon the 
child, how: t,hese true explanations 
are made, just as much as it must 
depend upon the child when it will 
be put into the nursery alone to sleep 
or at what age it will be permitted to 
go to school. It is up to the parent 
to study the child, and decide the 
proper time and the proper method 
for the detailed lessons.

Claim That Work Among School Chil- 


dren is invaluable to General 


Health. 


Janesville residents will be interest- 
ed in the recent 
statements which 
cqm-e from the government experts at 
Washington on the work of the visit- 
ing nurses in the schools of the coun- 
try and also the brief outline of the 
•work 
accomplished. 
Janesville has 
the advantage of 
such an 
arrange- 
ment and it is 
interesting to 
note 
that the 
plan of work 
outlined 
is 
much the same in the. general way as 
is now done in Janesville. 
The fol- 
lowing Is the government report on 
the problem: 
"Medical inspection of schools has 
rendered the school nurse inevitable," 
declares Dr. Ernest Bryant Hnag in 
a 
bulletin 
on "Organized 
Health 
Work," just issued 
oy uie 
uiuufcU 
States Bureau of Education. 
""Without an effective follow-up ser- 
vice conducted 
by visiting nurses, 
medical nspection is ineffective. Un- 
til 1908 New York City relied upon 
postal cards sent to parents of defec- 
tive children, and was able to secure 
action, in only six per cent of the 
cases where treatment was recom- 
mended. Immediately upon 
placing 
the following service in the hands of 
school 
nurses 
the 
percentage in- 
creased to 8-1. 
"The nurse effects what no other 
agency 
could accomplish. 
She not 
only secures action in the case at 
hand, but she becomes a permanent 
advisory 
influence 
in 
the 
homes 


"Where she visits. 
"By virtue of her room-tp-room vis- 
itation and her opportunities for ob- 
servation, the school nurse also be- 
comes the ideal sanitary inspector. 
She notes temperatures, 
ventilation, 
seating, cleanliness of room, toilets, 
blackboards, and the clothes of chil- 
dren. Her hospital standards of san- 
itation tend to follow her into the 
schools. 
"The school nurse is first and last 
a social worker.. She instructs ig- 
norant but fond mothers in the best 
methods of feeding, clothing, and car- 
ing for their children. 
She is 
re- 
ceived in their homes as no other offi- 
cial visitor could possibly be. 
Dr. 
Osier does not overstate the 
case 
•when he says that the visiting nurse 
is 'a ministering angel everywhere.' 
"That the visiting nurse is a good 
economic investment is evidenced by 
the fact that some of the large insur- 
ance companies find it to their ad- 
vantage to employ a number of them 
to visit the homes of policy-holders 
and give instruction in matters per- 
taining 
to 
hygiene. 
Derailment 
stores and factories also find it good 
business to employ nurses to look af- 
ter the health of their employes and 
to teach them personal hygiene. 
"The 
number 
of 
school 
nurses 
needed varies somewhat according to 
social conditions and according 
to 
the range of duties expected of them. 
We find all the way from 1,000 to 
10,000 children under the care of one 
nurse. In New-York City each nurse 
has from two to seven schools, witn 
a total attendance of about 4,000 chil- 
dren. 
In 'Philadelphia five schools 
and about 5,000. children are usually 
allotted to one nurse, while in Bos- 
ton the proportion of nurses is almost 
twee as great 
It is not improbable 
that the ratio will be increased until 
it reaches an average of one nurse 
for each 1.000 of the school enroll- 
ment. 
If there were one nurse for 
every 
2,000 
pupils, 
about 
10.000 
nurses would be required in the en- 
tire United States. 
A nurse's room 
completely equipped is coming to be 
regarded as one of the essentials in 
every school building 
of 
eight or 
more rooms." •
